To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Health  and 
Education  Committees  of  the  County  Borough  of 
Rotherham 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  annual  report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Principal  School  Medical 
Officer  for  1971 . 

The  year  will  be  remembered  for  the  splendid  celebrations 
which  marked  the  centenary  of  the  borough.  There  is 
indeed  much  to  celebrate  in  the  achievements  of  the  last 
hundred  years  and  probably  no  aspect  of  the  life  of  the 
town  has  undergone  a  greater  change  than  the  health  of 
its  citizens.  Better  housing  and  sanitation,  safe  water  and 
food  supplies,  and  generally  improved  social  conditions, 
combined  with  the  great  advances  in  medicine  now 
available  to  everybody  through  the  National  Health 
Service,  have  brought  about  a  dramatic  improvement  in 
the  health  of  the  community.  In  the  early  1870's  the 
death  rate  was  more  than  double  the  present  rate. 
Tuberculosis  caused  a  yearly  average  of  87  deaths  and 
infectious  diseases,  including  cholera,  typhus,  diphtheria 
and  typhoid  fever,  took  a  heavy  toll  of  human  life. 
Mortality  amongst  the  young  was  particularly  high,  one 
child  in  four  dying  before  the  age  of  five  years.  In 
contrast,  during  the  centenary  year  the  infant  mortality 
rate  was  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  borough,  there  was 
only  one  death  from  tuberculosis  and  no  deaths  occurred 
from  any  of  the  other  infectious  diseases. 

Unfortunately,  new  health  problems  have  taken  the  place 
of  those  which  have  been  conquered.  The  ill— effects  of 
permissiveness  and  affluence  in  our  modern  society  are 
reflected  in  the  health  statistics.  Last  year  illegitimate 
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births  reached  a  new  record  level  of  9.5  per  cent  of  all 
births  and  new  cases  of  venereal  disease  increased  by  45.6 
per  cent  from  the  previous  year.  The  average  annual  death 
rates  from  lung  cancer  and  coronary  heart  disease  in 
Rotherham  have  increased  by  68  per  cent  and  108  per 
cent  respectively  during  the  last  15  years.  I  pointed  out  in 
my  last  annual  report  that  these  deaths  cause  special 
concern  because  many  of  the  victims  are  comparatively 
young  and  many  of  these  premature  deaths  could  easily 
have  been  avoided.  As  several  of  the  most  important 
health  hazards  of  the  1970's  result  from  the  personal 
habits  and  way  of  life  of  a  large  number  of  citizens, 
effective  health  education  could  make  a  big  contribution 
towards  the  prevention  of  chronic  disabling  disease  and 
early  death  in  the  future.  The  progress  which  was  made 
during  the  year  in  developing  our  health  education 
programme—  in  the  nutrition  service,  the  anti-smoking 
course  and  above  all  in  several  local  schools  —  is  therefore 
of  considerable  importance. 

The  nutrition  groups  were  a  new  venture  in  health 

education.  They  do  not  compete  with  commercially  run 
slimming  groups.  While  we  endeavour  to  assist  overweight 
members  to  lose  weight  and  maintain  their  correct  weight, 
reduction  of  weight  is  not  the  sole  purpose  of  this  service. 
The  nutrition  groups  are  basically  a  health  education 
project  aiming  to  give  their  members  a  better 

understanding  of  nutrition  from  which  both  they  and 
their  families  will  derive  long  term  benefits. 

During  the  year  three  encouraging  steps  were  taken 
towards  improving  the  town's  health  services.  At 

Oakwood,  work  began  on  the  site  for  the  new  district 

general  hospital.  The  hospital  will  meet  a  long  felt  need  in 
the  area.  Another  advance  was  the  attachment  of  health 
visitors  to  general  practices,  which  was  accomplished 
during  the  closing  weeks  of  the  year.  This  was  the  first 
stage  in  the  attachment  of  the  community  nursing  services 
to  general  practices  in  the  borough.  Substantial  advantages 
flow  from  a  closer  working  relationship  between  family 
doctors  and  health  visitors  or  nurses.  Duplication  of  effort 
and  misunderstanding  can  be  avoided,  the  activities  of 
doctors  and  nurses  co-ordinated,  and  patients  receive  a 
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higher  standard  of  care.  A  further  development  was  the 
inclusion  by  the  Health  Committee  of  the  town's  first 
health  centre  in  the  capital  programme.  Difficulty  was 
experienced  in  obtaining  a  suitable  site  for  the  projected 
centre,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  central  site  will  be 
found.  For  many  years  the  lack  of  premises  near  the 
town  centre  for  community  health  services  has  proved  a 
serious  handicap  and  occasioned  much  inconvenience  to 
the  public. 

In  conclusion  I  acknowledge  the  valuable  work  done  by 
members  of  this  Department  and  the  help  received  from 
other  Corporation  Departments.  We  are  most  grateful  for 
the  continued  close  liaison  with  the  general  medical 
practitioners  and  hospital  staff.  I  should  like  to  thank  the 
Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Education 
Committees  for  their  encouragement  and  support 
throughout  the  year.

Two  new  SMOKE  CONTROL  ORDERS  came  into  force 
and  two  were  declared. 

The  proportion  of  BIRTHS  which  took  place  at  home 
—  1 1.4%  —  was  the  lowest  ever. 

More  elderly  patients  were  nursed  by  the  HOME 
NURSING  SERVICE.  The  home  nurses  made  38,063 
visits  to  elderly  patients  in  their  homes.

Co-ordination  and  Co¬ 
operation  of  the  Health 
Department's  Services 
with  the  Hospital  and 
Family  Doctor  Services. 


Co-operation  between  the  three  branches  of  the  Health 
Service  remained  good  throughout  the  year.  The  Health 
Department's  services  continued  to  enjoy  the  co-operation 
of  local  general  practitioners.  Attachment  of  health 
visitors  to  general  practices  was  introduced  and  completed 
during  the  year.  Further  information  about  this  is  given  in 
the  Health  Visiting  section  of  this  report.  Midwives 
attended  regular  ante— natal  sessions  at  three  group 
practice  premises.  It  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  attach 
home  nurses  to  general  practices. 


Close  liaison  with  the  hospital  service  was  maintained  by 
the  health  visitors,  home  nurses  and  midwives.  Regular 
visits  were  made  to  the  Paediatric,  Maternity  and  General 
wards  of  the  local  hospitals  and  to  the  Chest  Clinic. 
Reports  on  patients'  home  conditions  were  supplied  to 
the  hospitals  when  required.  In  appropriate  cases  the 
Health  Department  was  notified  before  patients  were 
discharged  from  hospital  and  follow-up  visits  were  made 
by  local  authority  nursing  staff. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a  member  of  the 
Sheffield  Regional  Liaison  Committee,  the  National 
Health  Service  Executive  Council  for  Rotherham,  the 
Local  Medical  Committee,  the  Planning  Group  of  the 
Rotherham  and  Mexborough  Hospital  Management 
Committee  on  the  Care  of  the  Elderly  in  Hospitals  and 
Residential  Homes,  and  the  Project  Group  for  the  District 
General  Hospital  to  be  built  at  Oakwood.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  Non— medical  Supervisor  of 
Midwives  are  members  of  the  Local  Maternity  Liaison 
Committee.

Mothercraft  and  Relaxation  Classes 

Weekly  classes  for  expectant  mothers  are  held  by  the 
health  visitors  at  Ferham  and  Broom  Lane  Clinics.  At 
each  clinic  a  course  of  twelve  talks  and  discussions  is 
given  four  times  a  year.  The  Principal  Dental  Officer  and 
Nutritionist  participate  in  the  teaching  of  the  classes.

The  number  of  children  with  congenital  abnormalities  at 
birth  was  31,  and  of  these,  6  had  more  than  one 
abnormality. 

Phenylketonuria 

Routine  tests  for  phenylketonuria  were  performed  on 
1,470  babies  during  the  year.  All  were  normal. 

Since  the  scheme  began  in  February  1960,  17,145  babies 
have  been  tested  and  three  cases  of  phenylketonuria  have 
been  discovered. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants 

The  Premature  Baby  Nurse  attended  88  premature  babies 
during  the  year.  Two  babies  were  admitted  to  hospital. 
There  were  no  deaths  amongst  the  patients  visited. 

119  haemoglobin  tests  were  made  by  the  nurse  on 
premature  babies  and  on  children  referred  by  the  health 
visitors  or  general  practitioners. 

The  Premature  Baby  Nurse  also  attended  16  babies 
referred  to  her  by  the  health  visitors  for  intensive  visiting. 

The  number  of  home  visits  made  by  the  nurse  was  2,901. 

The  portable  incubator  was  used  twice  during  the  year 
when  sick  babies  were  transferred  to  hospital. 

A  cot  was  loaned  on  1  occasion  for  the  use  of  premature 
twins. 
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Hearing  Testing 

Routine  hearing  tests  for  babies,  introduced  in  1968, 
were  continued  throughout  the  year.  The  tests  were 
carried  out  by  health  visitors  at  special  sessions  held  at 
five  clinics  and  one  group  practice  surgery  in  the 
Borough. 

All  parents  were  invited  to  bring  their  babies  for  a  hearing 
test  at  the  age  of  8  months. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  statistics  that  only  56% 
of  the  eligible  babies  were  brought  for  this  important

Register  of  Handicapped  Pre-school  Children 

This  register  of  children  who  may  require  special 
educational  treatment  facilitates  the  periodic  review  of 
their  progress  and  provides  information  which  is  valuable 
for  planning  purposes.

Analgesia 

All  midwives  are  equipped  with  trilene  apparatus.  Of  the 
169  patients  confined  at  home,  136  received  analgesia. 
The  most  frequently  used  analgesics  were  trilene, 
pethidine  and  pethilorfan,  which  were  employed 
separately  or  in  combination. 


Maternal  Deaths 

There  were  two  maternal  deaths  during  the  year.  In 
addition  one  expectant  mother  died  following  a 
therapeutic  termination  of  pregnancy. 


Emergency  Obstetric  Unit 

The  unit  was  called  out  on  two  occasions,  for  a  case  of 
post— partum  haemorrhage  and  for  eclampsia  in  the  first 
stage  of  labour.  Both  patients  were  treated  by  the  unit 
staff  and  removed  to  hospital,  where  they  made 
satisfactory  recoveries. 


General  Practitioner  Ante— Natal  Clinics 

Midwives  assisted  at  ante— natal  clinics  in  the  surgeries  of 
three  group  practices.  Expectant  mothers  made  2,315 
attendances  at  these  clinics.

Health  Visiting 


Staff 

There  was  an  improvement  in  the  staffing  of  the  service 
during  the  year.  One  health  visitor  was  appointed  in 
January  and  five  student  health  visitors  were  successful  in 
their  examination  and  returned  to  the  department  in 
October.  Unfortunately,  greater  difficulty  was  experienced 
in  recruiting  students  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  only  one 
student  health  visitor  was  attending  a  training  course. 

The  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  Miss  E.  G.  Taylor, 
retired  after  twenty— five  years  in  the  service  of  the 
Authority  and  was  succeeded  by  her  deputy,  Mrs.  E. 
Cardwell. 


Attachment  to  General  Practice 

The  substantial  increase  in  the  health  visiting  staff  in 
September  made  it  possible  to  introduce  attachment  of 
health  visitors  to  general  practices  throughout  the 
Borough.  The  first  attachment  began  on  November  1st 
and  the  reorganisation  of  the  service  was  completed  by 
the  beginning  of  December.  Most  general  practitioners 
welcomed  the  scheme  and  gave  their  full  co-operation. 
Only  two  groups  of  general  practitioners  were  unwilling 
to  participate. 

Health  visitors  have  been  based  in  the  premises  of  two 
group  practices.  Other  general  practitioners  co-operating 
in  the  scheme  are  visited  regularly  by  their  health  visitors.

Prevention  of  Illness,  Family  Planning 

Care  and  after  care  A  comprehensive  family  planning  service  is  provided  by 

Local  Authority  clinics  for  residents  of  the  Borough.  All 
advice,  consultations  and  medical  examinations  are  free  of 
charge.  In  addition,  supplies  are  given  free  of  charge  to 
women  with  medical  reasons  for  contraception  and  in 
cases  of  social  need.  A  domiciliary  service  is  provided 
when  necessary. 

A  weekly  afternoon  clinic  was  held  at  Cranworth  Clinic 
and  there  were  regular  morning,  afternoon  and  evening 
clinics  at  Ferham  Clinic.  Additional  sessions  were  arranged 
from  time  to  time  to  meet  the  steadily  increasing 
demand.  A  total  of  308  sessions  were  held.  Unfortunately 
the  shortage  of  doctors  with  family  planning  training 
resulted  in  some  new  patients  experiencing  delay  in 
obtaining  clinic  appointments  during  the  autumn. 


Clinic  Attendances 

The  clinic  attendances  during  the  year  showed  a  change  in 
the  relative  popularity  of  the  different  methods  of 
contraception  in  favour  of  'the  pill'.  More  than  68%  of 
attendances  in  1971  were  for  this  method.

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Tuberculosis  Care  Committee 

The  work  of  the  Rotherham  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee 
has  continued  on  the  lines  indicated  in  previous  reports. 

The  area  covered  by  the  Committee  is  that  of  the 
Rotherham  Chest  Clinic  area  comprising  the  County 
Borough  of  Rotherham  and  the  surrounding  West  Riding 
districts  of  the  Maltby  and  Rawmarsh  Urban  District 
Councils,  and  the  Rotherham  and  Kiveton  Park  Rural 
District  Councils. 

The  scheme  of  care  and  after-care  is  operated  through 
the  Rotherham  Chest  Clinic  and  all  recommendations  for 
assistance  are  made  by  the  Chest  Physician.  Secretarial 
assistance  is  provided  and  sundry  expenses  paid  by  the 
Rotherham  Corporation. 

Grants  of  clothing,  bedding  and  extra  nourishment  were 
made  to  patients.  The  scheme  of  Christmas  grants  to 
patients  on  leave  from  hospital  was  continued  together 
with  gifts  to  those  necessitous  patients  receiving  treatment 
at  the  Chest  Clinic  or  in  receipt  of  assistance  from  the 
Committee. 
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Chiropody 

The  Chiropody  service  is  available  to  elderly  and 
physically  handicapped  residents  of  the  Borough. 
Treatment  is  given  at  9  centres  and  at  the  homes  of 
patients  who  are  unable  to  travel  to  a  clinic.  In  addition 
to  treatment,  advice  on  the  care  of  the  feet  is  given  and 
shoe  modifications  are  often  advised. 

Owing  to  the  illness  of  the  Authority's  chiropodist  and  an 
apparent  shortage  of  chiropodists  in  the  area,  the  work  of 
the  service  was  seriously  reduced  during  the  last  quarter 
of  1971.

Nutrition  Service 

The  work  of  the  Nutrition  Service  expanded  steadily 
throughout  the  year.  Clinic  sessions  were  held  at  Ferham 
and  Cranworth  clinics  and  also  at  South  Grove  School 
and  the  Newman  School.  Patients  were  referred  to  the 
clinics  by  general  practitioners,  school  medical  officers, 
doctors  in  child  health  and  family  planning  clinics  and  the 
Consultant  Child  Psychiatrist.  Several  patients  with 
nutritional  problems  made  personal  applications  to  attend 
the  clinics  and,  with  the  approval  of  their  general 
practitioners,  were  treated  by  the  Nutritionist.  Initially, 
most  patients  attended  the  clinic  at  fortnightly  intervals, 
the  frequency  of  their  appointments  being  reduced  at  a 
later  stage,  after  they  had  made  satisfactory  progress. 

191  new  patients  were  referred  to  the  service.  Of  these, 
55  were  children  and  136  adults. 
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289  clinic  sessions  were  held  at  which  1,990  attendances 
were  made.  There  were  876  failed  appointments. 

The  Nutritionist  continued  to  participate  in  the  teaching 
of  mothercraft  classes  and  made  several  visits  to  the 
Authority's  children's  homes  to  give  the  house— mothers 
advice  on  nutrition.  9  lectures  were  given  in  schools  and 
elsewhere. 

During  the  autumn,  4  groups  were  formed  to  help 
overweight  women  to  lose  weight.  Each  group  consisted 
of  approximately  20  members  who  met  once  a  fortnight 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Nutritionist  and  a  Health 
Visitor.  3  groups  met  at  the  Home  Nursing  Centre  and 
one  at  Greasbrough.  Members  were  weighed  at  each 
meeting  and  received  individual  advice  on  their  nutritional 
problems.  In  addition,  the  benefits  of  group  therapy  were 
supplemented  by  films  and  talks  on  various  aspects  of 
nutrition.  A  basic  course  of  12  meetings  was  planned. 
None  of  the  groups  completed  the  course  during  1971. 
This  service  proved  to  be  very  popular.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  26  group  meetings  had  been  held  at  which  439 
attendances  had  been  made  and  there  were  80  women  on 
the  waiting  list  to  join  the  groups.

HEALTH  EDUCATION 


There  was  a  substantial  expansion  of  the  department's 
health  education  programme  during  the  year.  In  addition 
to  the  long— established  services,  there  were  several  new 
activities  and  a  further  development  of  health  education 
in  schools. 

Each  year  there  is  evidence  of  an  increasing  appreciation 
of  the  importance  of  health  education  in  schools.  In 
1971,  more  requests  were  received  for  courses  of  talks  to 
be  given  in  schools  by  health  visitors,  the  Principal  School 
Dental  Officer  and  the  Nutritionist.  A  wide  variety  of 
subjects  was  covered  and  full  use  was  made  of  films  and 
other  visual  aids.  Special  emphasis  was  given  to  the  health 
hazards  of  smoking.  In  some  schools  the  health  visitors 
were  asked  to  discuss  the  dangers  of  venereal  disease.  By 
arrangement  with  the  General  Dental  Council,  Pierre  the 
Clown  visited  most  of  the  infant  and  junior  schools  to 
speak  to  children  about  the  care  of  the  teeth.  The 
Principal  School  Dental  Officer  also  gave  talks  to  children 
at  several  pre-school  play  groups. 

As  in  previous  years,  weekly  mothercraft  classes  for 
expectant  mothers  were  held  in  two  clinics. 

A  new  venture  in  health  education  was  the  formation  of 
four  nutrition  groups  for  overweight  adults.  Details  are 
given  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

At  the  Centenary  Civic  Exhibition  the  Health 
Department's  stand  focussed  attention  on  Dental  Health 
and  on  the  dangers  of  smoking  and  of  obesity.  More  than 
a  hundred  visitors  to  the  exhibition  applied  for 
appointments  at  nutrition  clinics  or  groups.  A  large 
number  of  leaflets  on  smoking,  with  enrolment  forms  for 
the  anti— smoking  course,  was  distributed. 
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A  five  day  Anti— Smoking  Course  was  held  at  the  Nursing 
Centre  in  October.  The  course  was  run  on  the  Authority's 
behalf  by  a  voluntary  organisation.  Sixty-two  people 
attended  one  or  more  sessions  of  the  course  and 
thirty— six  were  present  at  all  five  sessions.  At  a  reunion 
twelve  days  after  completion  of  the  course,  thirty-seven 
people  were  known  to  have  given  up  smoking  as  a  result 
of  the  course.  A  follow-up  survey  at  a  later  stage  is 
planned.

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IMMIGRANTS 


At  the  beginning  of  1965  the  Ministry  of  Health 
introduced  arrangements  to  deal  with  the  special  problems 
which  arise  in  connection  with  the  health  and  treatment 
of  long-stay  immigrants  to  this  country.  Medical 
Inspectors  at  the  ports  send  the  names  and  destination 
addresses  of  long— stay  immigrants  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  the  local  health  authority  concerned. 
Immigrants  are  visited  by  a  health  visitor  as  soon  as 
possible  after  arrival  in  the  Borough.  In  addition  to  giving 
general  advice  the  health  visitor  arranges  chest  x— ray 
examination  in  appropriate  cases  and  endeavours  to 
ensure  that  long— stay  immigrants  register  with  general 
practitioners  at  an  early  stage  of  their  life  in  this  country.

As  the  number  of  immigrant  families  in  the  Borough  has 
increased,  it  has  become  necessary  to  make  special 
arrangements  for  their  care.  Throughout  1971,  one  nurse 
with  a  qualification  in  children's  nursing  undertook  most 
of  the  health  visiting  of  immigrant  families.  3,440  visits 
were  made  by  the  nurse  to  the  children  of  these  families. 
The  nurse  has  encouraged  the  use  of  vitamin  supplements 
for  young  children  and  carries  supplies  of  vitamin 
preparations  with  her  when  visiting.  It  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  since  the  nurse  commenced  this  practice,  no  new 
cases  of  rickets  have  been  discovered  in  the  town.  The 
nurse  also  performs  haemoglobin  tests  routinely  on  one 
year  old  infants  and  on  other  children  when  necessary. 
General  practitioners  have  co-operated  in  supplying  iron 
prescriptions  for  anaemic  children.  125  tests  were  carried 
out  and  66  prescriptions  obtained  by  the  nurse.  Initially 
most  of  the  children  tested  were  found  to  need  iron  and 
haemoglobin  levels  as  low  as  58%  were  found,  but  during 
the  last  quarter  of  the  year  the  results  of  the  tests  were 
much  more  satisfactory. 

As  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  amongst  immigrants  in 
the  borough  is  higher  than  in  the  indigenous  population, 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  routine  B.C.G. 
vaccination  of  immigrant  children  to  be  carried  out  at  the 
Chest  Clinic. 
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When  visiting  immigrant  families  the  nurse  has  offered 
advice  on  family  planning  and  has  assisted  the  mothers  to 
obtain  clinic  appointments.  The  nurse  made  569  home 
visits  regarding  family  planning  and  also  accompanied 
many  women  to  the  family  planning  clinics  to  assist  in 
communication  between  the  clinic  staff  and  patients.  At 
the  end  of  the  year,  plans  for  the  extension  of  the 
domiciliary  family  planning  service  to  meet  the  needs  of 
immigrant  mothers  were  well  advanced. 

The  home  nursing  service  made  786  visits  to  immigrants 
in  their  homes  and  in  addition  271  attendances  were 
made  by  immigrants  for  treatment  at  the  home  nursing 
centre.  40%  of  the  home  visits  and  53%  of  the 
attendances  at  the  centre  were  for  the  treatment  of 
tuberculosis.

School  Medical  Inspections  During  their  first  year  at  school,  all  children  are  medically 
and  Other  Examinations  examined  by  a  school  medical  officer.  In  1971,  32  per 

cent  of  those  seen  required  treatment.  7.5  per  cent  had  a 
visual  defect  which  warranted  further  investigation  by  the 
ophthalmologist. 

Thirty— nine  per  cent  of  all  children  aged  9  and  14  years 
were  selected  for  medical  examination  in  school.

A  short  summary  of  each  child's  medical  record  is  sent  to 
the  general  practitioner  when  the  child  finally  leaves 
school.  934  summaries  were  sent  in  1971. 

Children  in  the  care  of  the  Local  Authority  are  examined 
periodically,  whether  boarded  out  with  foster-parents  or 
resident  in  a  Local  Authority  Home.  264  were  seen 
during  the  year. 
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Any  child  sent  to  a  Remand  Home  or  Approved  School 
by  the  Juvenile  Court  is  examined  first  by  a  medical 
officer.  12  children  were  seen  for  this  purpose. 

29  children  who  wished  to  undertake  employment  out  of 
school  hours  were  examined  to  assess  their  fitness  for  the 
work.

Handicapped  Pupils  The  ten  different  categories  are  re— stated  in  the 

Handicapped  Pupils  and  Special  School  Regulations  of 
1959.  These  children  require  education  specially  adapted 
to  their  particular  needs.  This  may  be  provided  in 
ordinary  schools,  in  special  classes  in  ordinary  schools,  or 
in  special  schools. 

Handicapped  children  confined  to  their  homes  or  in 
hospital  for  long  periods  must  also  be  specially  provided 
with  tuition. 

The  Education  Act  of  1944  places  the  responsibility  for 
ascertaining  the  nature  of  the  handicap  and  the  special 
help  required  on  the  School  Medical  Officer.  Any  child 
who  has  reached  the  age  of  2  years  is  eligible  for 
ascertainment.  The  numbers  of  children  ascertained  and 
already  in  a  special  school  or  waiting  for  a  place  as  at  the 
31st  December,  1971  are  shown  in  the  following  table:  —

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Rubella 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security,  rubella  vaccine 
is  now  offered  to  girls  aged  11  years.  The  object  is  to 
prevent  rubella  infection  later  in  life,  during  pregnancy,  as 
this  can  cause  severe  damage  to  the  unborn  child.  The 
number  immunised  in  1971  was  1,196. 


Tuberculosis 

In  1971  the  age  at  which  B.C.G.  vaccine  is  offered  was 
lowered  from  13  to  11  years.  For  this  reason,  the  B.C.G. 
vaccination  programme  was  carried  out  in  two  phases  - 

(1)  In  February  the  vaccine  was  offered  to 

(i)  all  children  aged  11  and  12  years: 

(ii)  thirteen  year  old  children  who  were  not  included 
in  the  previous  vaccination  programme  (held  in 
November,  1970), 

(2)  In  November,  the  vaccine  was  offered  to  all  children 
aged  1 1  years.

Dental  Service 


The  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  reports  as  follows:  — 


The  Staffing  Position 

During  1971  the  number  of  dental  officers  was 
maintained  at  a  total  of  three  full-time  and  three 
part-time  officers,  the  total  full-time  equivalent  being 
4.0.  A  staff  of  this  size  can  be  considered  adequate  for 
the  present  school  population  but  when  in  the  near  future 
this  increases  in  size,  a  commensurate  increase  in  staff  will 
be  necessary  to  inspect  and  treat  the  increased  number  of 
pupils.  Should  this  not  occur,  an  eventual  decline  in  the 
standard  of  the  service  offered  in  Rotherham  will  be  the 
inevitable  result.  This  authority  has  always  adopted  a  far 
sighted  policy  in  the  provision  of  equipment  and 
furnishing  of  clinics  which  has  helped  to  attract  staff  to 
Rotherham,  but  to  make  a  career  in  the  local  authority 
service  attractive  to  a  newly  qualified  graduate,  a 
satisfactory  career  structure  with  the  provision  of  posts  of 
responsibility  is  essential  and  this  can  only  be  brought 
about  at  the  national  level  by  negotiation.  Unless  such  a 
reassessment  comes  into  being,  local  authorities  will  have 
increasing  difficulty  in  recruiting  dental  staff  in 
competition  with  the  opportunities  offered  in  the 
National  Health  Service. 

The  dental  officers  were  assisted  in  their  duties  by  two 
clerks,  four  dental  surgery  assistants  and  two  dental 
technicians.  One  dental  surgery  assistant  obtained  the 
Certificate  of  Proficiency  for  Dental  Surgery  Assistants 
and  the  other  members  of  the  clerical  and  surgery  staffs 
attended  lectures  on  subjects  of  dental  interest.

School  Inspections 

During  the  70  school  inspection  sessions,  all  schools  and 
the  industrial  training  centre  were  visited.  The  pattern  of 
annual  inspection  in  school  is  therefore  being  maintained 
whilst  many  regular  patients  are  reinspected  in  the  clinics 
through  an  informal  recall  system.  Of  the  8,158  pupils 
who  were  offered  treatment,  4,024  made  first  visits  for 
treatment  during  the  year.  Of  the  remainder,  it  can  be 
estimated  that  only  13  per  cent  would  seek  treatment 
from  the  National  Health  Service  leaving  3,700  individuals 
in  need  of  dental  treatment. 

The  ever  recurring  problem  is  how  to  influence  parents 
and  pupils  to  accept  the  advice  given  at  a  school  dental 
inspection  and  to  seek  treatment  either  from  the  National 
Health  Service  or  from  the  School  Health  Service.  At 
some  schools  in  the  Borough  there  are  pupils  who  have 
very  neglected  mouths  and  in  spite  of  repeated  advice  to 
seek  treatment  do  not  do  so  unless  an  emergency  occurs. 
The  parents  of  such  patients  are  usually  the  most 
vociferous  in  complaining  that  immediate  treatment  is  not 
always  available  on  demand. 

Additional  Inspections 

Before  going  abroad,  school  journey  parties  receive  a 
dental  inspection  so  that  any  necessary  treatment  can  be 
obtained  well  before  the  date  of  departure.  Apart  from 
the  difficulties  of  obtaining  treatment  when  out  of  the 
U.K.  a  pupil  suffering  from  toothache  for  the  length  of 
the  holiday,  not  only  upsets  his  own  holiday  but 
effectively  spoils  the  pleasure  of  those  accompanying  him 
and  additionally  adds  to  the  responsibility  of  the  staff  in 
charge. 

Perhaps  this  type  of  inspection  could  be  extended  to  the 
members  of  school  cookery  classes.  It  would  be  a 
chastening  experience  for  many  girls,  if  before  being 
allowed  to  handle  food  they  had  to  possess  a  certificate 
of  dental  fitness.  The  dental  hygiene  of  a  food  handler 
should  be  of  the  highest  order  and  it  might  be  a  way  of 
impressing  upon  future  mothers  the  importance  of 
possessing  a  healthy  mouth.  Unless  all  possible  approaches 
are  used  to  emphasise  the  necessity  of  dental  treatment 
and  the  maintenance  of  a  healthy  mouth  in  a  healthy 
body  we  shall  fail  in  our  efforts  to  reach  that  part  of  the 
population  which  is  most  resistant  to  regular  dental  care. 
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Treatment 

The  accompanying  graph  shows  the  trend  in  the  pattern 
of  treatment  for  the  five  years  1967  —  1971  inclusive. 


A.  Fillings  in  permanent  teeth 

B.  Total  extractions 

C.  General  anaesthetics 

D.  Fillings  in  deciduous  teeth 

For  most  of  the  year  1967  six  full-time  dental  officers 
were  employed  and  during  this  period  8,840  permanent 
fillings  in  permanent  teeth  were  inserted.  The  number  of 
full-time  dental  officers  decreased  to  four  during  1968 
and  the  number  of  fillings  of  the  same  type  dropped  to 
6,149.  However  in  1969  with  a  staff  of  3.6  the  number 
of  fillings  in  this  category  rose  to  6,798  and  in  1970 
increased  further  to  6,859  whilst  in  1971  the  full-time 
equivalent  of  four  dental  officers  produced  7,024 
permanent  fillings  in  permanent  teeth. 
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Two  points  emerge  from  these  figures.  First,  replacement 
of  obsolete  equipment  with  modern,  has  resulted  in  an 
increase  in  output  with  less  strain  on  both  operator  and 
patient.  Secondly,  the  demand  for  conservative  dentistry 
is  very  slowly  increasing  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  drop 
in  the  number  of  general  anaesthetics.  From  3,165 
administered  in  1967  the  number  decreased  to  2,079  in 
1971  with  intermediate  falls  to  2,896,  2,316  and  2,279  in 
the  intervening  years. 


The  total  number  of  both  permanent  and  deciduous  teeth 
extracted  has  decreased  from  7,928  in  1967  to  5,169  in 
1971.  The  number  of  fillings  in  deciduous  teeth  in  the 
same  five  year  period  has  increased  from  861  in  1967  to 
1,194  in  1971. 

It  can  be  seen  from  these  statistics  that  an  improvement 
in  the  type  of  treatment  demanded  from  the  service  has 
occured  during  the  period  mentioned  and  with  further 
efforts  in  the  field  of  dental  health  education  this  trend 
will  be  increased.  There  is  no  room  for  complacency 
particularly  when  the  2,079  general  anaesthetics  are 
considered.  The  majority  of  these  anaesthetics  with  the 
exception  of  a  very  few  which  were  administered  for  the 
extraction  of  teeth  for  orthodontic  reasons,  were  given  to 
patients  in  order  that  grossly  carious  and  infected  teeth 
could  be  painlessly  removed.  In  other  words,  one  in  seven 
of  the  school  population  received  a  general  anaesthetic  for 
the  extraction  of  unsaveable  teeth.  As  much  of  the  need 

for  this  type  of  treatment  is  preventable  and  if  both 

parent  and  patient  were  aware  of  preventive  methods,  the 
flowing  of  much  blood  and  tears  could  be  avoided. 

The  ratio  of  permanent  teeth  filled  to  each  extracted  is, 
in  Rotherham,  3.3  and  the  similar  ratio  of  deciduous 
teeth  filled  to  extracted  is  0.2.  The  comparable  national 
figures  are  6.4  and  0.9.  Thus  in  this  area  twice  as  many 
permanent  teeth  and  four  times  as  many  deciduous  teeth 
are  extracted  as  are  filled  when  compared  with  the 

country  as  a  whole.  As  it  can  be  assumed  that  the 

National  Health  Service  statistics  are  similar,  the  enormity 
of  the  problem  of  how  to  break  down  the  apathy  of 
parents  who  having  suffered  from  the  ravages  of  dental 
disease  themselves  accept  the  provision  of  full  dentures  at 
an  early  age  as  an  inevitable  fact  of  life,  can  well  be 
appreciated. 
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Orthodontic  treatment 

Mr.  J.  H.  Gardiner  attends  Ferham  Clinic  at  intervals  to 
advise  dental  officers  on  the  orthodontic  treatment  of 
their  patients.  A  welcome  extension  of  this  service  has 
been  the  referral  of  patients  by  practitioners  in  the 
general  dental  service.  Some  of  these  patients  are  treated 
by  the  local  authority  service  and  some,  after  diagnosis 
and  advice  from  Mr.  Gardiner  receive  the  orthodontic 
treatment  from  the  National  Health  Service. 

The  number  of  lapsed  cases  again  causes  concern  for  in 
spite  of  careful  screening,  27  cases  were  discontinued 
during  the  year.  Whilst  every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that 
the  parents  understand  what  is  involved  when  a  child 
wears  an  orthodontic  appliance,  it  is  only  when  the 
patient  returns  home  with  the  appliance  fitted,  that  they 
realise  the  complexity  of  the  treatment.  The  first  few 
days  may  be  rather  uncomfortable,  the  desire  to  have  a 
normal  occlusion  recedes,  the  appliance  is  removed  from 
the  mouth  and  the  patient  eventually  is  added  to  the 
number  of  discontinued  cases. 


Courses 

Miss  J.  Stocks  attended  a  course  on  the  "Treatment  of 
the  Handicapped  Patient"  which  was  organised  by  the 
British  Dental  Association.  As  more  physically  and 
mentally  handicapped  patients  now  receive  dental 
treatment  it  is  essential  that  dental  officers  have  an  up  to 
date  knowledge  of  methods  of  sedation  and  treatment 
which  can  help  to  make  the  treatment  of  such  patients 
possible. 


Clinics 

The  accompanying  table  gives  the  breakdown  of  work  at 
Ferham  and  Cranworth  Road  Clinics.  Apart  from  the 
growth  of  the  catchment  area  served  by  Ferham  when 
compared  with  Cranworth  Road  which  produces  a  larger 
patient  potential  in  the  former  area,  Cranworth  Road 
Clinic  has  only  two  surgeries  whilst  Ferham  has  three 
surgeries  and  a  general  anaesthetic  surgery.  Consequently 
more  treatment  sessions  can  be  worked  at  Ferham  Clinic 
than  at  Cranworth  Road.

Prevention  and  Dental  Health  Education 

This  aspect  of  the  work  continues  to  expand  slowly  and 
any  positive  result  is  not  expected  for  several  years  when 
the  mark  of  success  will  show  as  a  decrease  in  the 
prevalence  of  dental  disease  and  the  disease  remaining  will 
be  treated  by  conservative  rather  than  exodontic  methods. 

A  welcome  aspect  of  dental  health  education  during  the 
past  year  has  been  the  increase  in  the  interest  shown  by 
the  general  dental  practitioner  service  and  in  the 
production  of  leading  aids  designed  for  waiting  room  use. 
No  longer  is  the  local  authority  service  a  lone  voice  in 
this  sphere.  Any  extension  of  the  work  into  a  wider  field 
can  only  be  viewed  with  enthusiasm.

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It  will  be  noticed  that  eight  talks  have  been  given  to 
Mothercraft  classes  and  this  is  the  highest  total  possible 
without  repeating  the  talk  to  the  same  group  of  mothers. 
It  is  very  disappointing  that  so  few  mothers  attend  these 
classes  and  yet  they  are  an  important  section  to  reach. 
Dietary  and  good  oral  hygiene  habits  are  formed  early  in 
a  child's  life  and  an  expectant  mother  always  wishes  to 
do  the  best  for  her  unborn  baby.  She  can  therefore  derive 
both  benefit  and  interest  from  a  talk  on  dental  matters. 
So  many  mothers  do  not  realise  the  importance  of 
maintaining  a  healthy  deciduous  dentition  in  the  young 
child  and  neither  do  they  realise  their  tremendous 
responsibility  in  preventing  the  onset  of  dental  caries.  The 
advertising  pressures  to  feed  sweets  and  biscuits  as 
between  meal  snacks  are  difficult  to  resist  except  by  the 
most  strong  minded,  yet  if  the  results  of  such 
indiscriminate  consumption  of  confectionery  could  only 
be  seen  the  real  folly  of  this  type  of  indulgence  might  be 
better  appreciated. 

We  are  not  a  profession  of  killjoys.  Sweets  given  as  a  treat 
at  the  end  of  a  meal  do  no  harm  when  the  teeth  are 
correctly  cleaned  afterwards.  Sweets  given  indiscriminately 
during  the  day,  not  only  start  the  ravages  of  dental  decay 
but  also  spoil  the  child's  appetite  for  the  next  meal  and 
so  perpetuate  the  desire  for  snacks.  If  approximately  100 
mothers  heard  this  message,  how  do  we  reach  the  other 
1,400  who  did  not  attend  mothercraft  classes  before  the 
birth  of  their  babies? 

A  new  venture  during  the  later  part  of  the  year  has  been 
the  visits  to  the  Pre-School  Playgroups.  Pre-school 
children  retain  and  take  home  more  information  than 
many  adults  would  think  possible.  These  talks  consist  of  a 
story  which  makes  three  important  points,  that  sweets 
burn  holes  in  teeth,  that  the  dentist  is  a  friend  who  can 
repair  bad  teeth  and  that  teeth  must  be  brushed  before 
going  to  bed  and  going  to  school.  The  audiences  are 
charming  and  are  very  attentive  and  it  is  hoped  to  expand 
this  aspect  of  the  work. 
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Five  talks  were  given  in  primary  schools  and  three  in 
secondary  schools.  In  this  sphere  it  is  regrettable  to 
mention  that  in  spite  of  advice  to  the  contrary  far  too 
many  schools,  particularly  infant  schools,  are  selling  sweet 
biscuits  at  break.  There  are  many  arguments  brought 
forward  when  this  practice  is  questioned  to  justify  the 
sale  of  cariogenic  items.  These  range  from  the  social 
problem  of  children  being  sent  breakfastless  to  school,  to 
the  financial  one  of  raising  money  for  school  funds.  If  the 
breakfastless  child  is  in  need  of  feeding  during  the 
morning,  the  sale  of  nuts,  crisps  and  savoury  biscuits  will 
help  to  allay  its  hunger  without  detriment  to  its 
dentition.  One  can  only  congratulate  and  encourage  those 
headteachers  who  refuse  to  take  part  in  this  iniquitous 
practice  and  who  manage  to  raise  money  by  other  means. 
It  is  possible  that  the  sale  of  cariogenic  items  will  increase 
since  the  provision  of  free  school  milk  for  children  over 
the  age  of  7  has  been  abolished  and  those  in  need  of  a 
snack  buy  biscuits  rather  than  milk.  Children's  tastes  are 
very  easily  influenced,  the  provision  of  cariogenic  items  at 
school  gives  their  consumption  tacit  approval  and  also 
encourages  the  children  to  ask  for  the  same  lines  of 
confectionery  to  be  bought  at  home. 

One  of  the  most  profitable  aspects  of  the  year  was  the 
Dental  Health  Stand  in  the  Centenary  Exhibition.  During 
the  period  the  stand  was  manned  in  turn  by  all  members 
of  the  dental  staff  including  the  surgery  staff  and  the 
dental  technicians. 

The  centre  of  the  table  was  occupied  by  a  hippopotamus 
skull  which  had  a  perfect  dentition  and  this  was 
compared  with  an  edentulous  human  skull  and  the  skull 
of  a  rhesus  monkey  again  which  had  perfect  teeth.  The 
theme  was  that  animals  have  good  teeth  and  man  is  the 
only  animal  which  suffers  from  dental  disease.  The 
reasons  for  the  difference  were  shown  in  the  form  of 
sweets,  sugar,  cake  and  many  other  items  of  diet  which 
cause  dental  decay.  Preventive  measures  and 
non— cariogenic  articles  of  diet  were  also  displayed.  The 
amount  of  interest  shown  by  members  of  the  public  was 
extremely  gratifying  and  it  was  felt  by  all  concerned  that 
the  time  had  been  very  well  spent.  This  was  dental  health 
education  at  a  personal  level  when  many  queries  were 
answered  and  many  misconceptions  dispelled.  This  would 
appear  to  be  an  excellent  way  of  reaching  people  and 
extensions  of  this  type  of  work  are  being  considered. 
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During  the  autumn,  most  of  the  infant  and  junior  schools, 
received  a  visit  from  Pierre  the  Clown,  who  did  much  to 
stimulate  an  interest  in  dental  health.  Pierre  was 
enthusiastically  received  by  the  schools  he  visited  and  his 
visit  is  still  remembered  with  pleasure. 

During  the  coming  year  it  is  planned  to  expand  as  much  as 
possible  all  aspects  of  the  work  but  at  this  juncture  it  is 
wise  to  define  the  aims  and  methods  to  be  used. 

In  talking  to  the  general  public,  particularly  at  the  Civic 
Exhibition,  the  following  points  arose.  If  the  personal 
approach  is  used,  many  people  are  interested  in  what 
dentistry  offers  in  the  way  of  treatment  and  prevention; 
this  is  an  extension  of  dental  health  education  given  in 
the  surgery  but  reaching  a  much  wider  field.  From  these 
conversations  it  became  apparent  how  little  was  known 
about  dental  care,  the  need  for  the  preservation  of  the 
deciduous  dentition  and  the  damage  done  in  encouraging 
a  “sweet  tooth"  in  a  baby. 

The  dental  profession  has  a  responsibility  to  disseminate 
this  type  of  knowledge  and  to  encourage  people  to  be 
interested  in  their  own  dental  health  and  through  this 
their  general  health. 

Much  adult  dental  disease  begins  in  childhood  and  the 
total  cost  of  the  General  Dental  Service  could  be 
drastically  reduced  were  preventive  measures  put  into 
operation.  The  1968  Survey  of  Adult  Dental  Health 
showed  that  in  the  16  —  34  age  group  72  per  cent  had 
some  gum  disease  and  that  this  figure  increased  to  90  per 
cent  in  the  age  group  of  35  and  over.  Gingivitis  begins 
early  and  is  both  preventable  and  treatable  but  if 
untreated  progresses  to  complex  paradontal  disease  which 
leads  to  the  loss  of  teeth  and  the  provision  of  full 
dentures. 

It  is  difficult  to  motivate  people  to  undertake  preventive 
methods  when  the  disease  is  not  a  killer  and  when  in  the 
case  of  dental  disease  society  regards  it  as  being  an 
acceptable  condition.  By  starting  in  the  playgroups  and 
trying  to  influence  all  sections  of  the  community  by 
using  all  possible  approaches  to  the  subject,  it  is  hoped  to 
bring  about  an  awareness  that  teeth  matter  and  are  to  be 
preserved  for  the  whole  of  life.

This  report  closes  in  what  is  becoming  an  annual  plea  for 
the  implementing  of  fluoridation  of  the  water  supply  at  a 
national  level.  The  adjusting  of  the  fluoride  content  of 
the  drinking  water  to  1  ppm  would  result  in  a  decrease  of 
50  per  cent  in  the  amount  of  caries  found  in  five  year 
children.  The  answer  to  those  who  argue  that  fluoridation 
confers  benefits  on  a  small  section  of  the  community 
only  has  been  firmly  given  in  a  report  in  the  British 
Dental  Journal  by  J.  J.  Murray  (1971)  who  compares 
adult  dental  health  in  fluoride  and  non-fluoride  areas. 
The  report  states  that  in  West  Harlepool,  an  area  with  a 
naturally  fluoridated  water  supply  the  DMF  values  in  15 
—  34  year  age  group  were  40  to  50  per  cent  lower  than 
in  York  which  is  a  low  fluoride  area.  In  other  words  'n 
West  Hartlepool  there  was  40  to  50  per  cent  less  dental 
decay  than  there  was  in  York.  The  lifelong  benefits  of 
fluoridation  can  no  longer  be  doubted,  yet  in  this  area 
where  the  principle  has  been  approved  by  the  majority  of 
the  electorate,  its  implementation  is  being  successfully 
prevented  by  a  dissenting  minority. 

Conclusion 

During  the  year  the  dental  department  received  an  official 
visit  from  Mr.  J.  G.  Potter  from  the  Departments  of 
Health  and  Social  Security  and  Education  and  Science.  A 
favourable  report  on  the  dental  services  provided  by  the 
authority  was  subsequently  received  and  I  should  like  to 
thank  all  members  of  the  staff  whose  co-operation, 
interest  and  enthusiasm  helped  to  make  such  a  report 
possible.

Housing  The  rate  of  slum  clearance  slowed  down  during  the  year, 

but  this  was  offset  by  a  sharp  increase  in  the  number  of 
applications  for  improvement  grants  and  qualification 
certificates. 

The  inclusion  of  repairs  within  discretionary  improvement 
grants  has  made  a  material  change  in  the  approach  to 
unfit  houses.  Almost  any  house  can  be  made  fit  if  enough 
money  is  spent  on  repairs  and  improvements.  With  three 
quarters  of  the  cost  available  as  a  condition— free  grant 
there  is  a  strong  inducement  to  an  owner  to  attempt  to 
rescue  any  property  threatened  by  slum  clearance. 

Nuisance  and  disrepair 

598  complaints  of  nuisance  and  disrepair  were  received 
during  the  year.  Nuisances  affecting  2,064  houses  were 
found  as  a  result  of  complaints  or  during  district 
inspections. 

No  applications  for  certificates  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Rent  Act,  1957  were  received.

Sanitary  Accommodation 


32  samples  of  drinking  water  and  50  samples  of 
swimming  bath  water  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  for  examination.  All  drinking  water  samples  were 
satisfactory. 

Four  samples  were  taken  fiom  the  paddling  pool  in 
Clifton  Park  in  June,  July,  August  and  September.  All 
were  satisfactory  and  revealed  adequate  chlorination. 

In  addition  to  samples  of  the  public  swimming  baths 
samples  of  the  Newman  School  and  Oasis  baths  were 
taken. 

A  number  of  complaints  were  received  from  members  of 
the  public  of  eye  irritation  from  the  Sheffield  Road 
Swimming  Baths.  Checks  on  the  chlorine  content  and  pH 
value  were  made  and  fairly  wide  variations  were  noted. 

It  would  be  desirable  to  examine  the  practicability  of 
installing  mechanical  equipment  to  control  the  chemical 
composition  of  the  water.  All  samples  were 
bacteriologically  satisfactory. 


House  drainage 

1,605  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  drain  tests, 
defective  drains  and  drainage  appliances. 

The  Building  Works  Department  cleared  9  private  drains 
and  repaired  5  sewers  involving  22  houses  at  our  request 
and  costs  were  recovered  from  the  owners  concerned. 
This,  together  with  the  clearing  service  provided  by  the 
Borough  Engineer  for  those  combined  drains  which  are 
now  technically  sewers,  enabled  us  to  give  a  satisfactory 
service.

64  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  marking  of 
food.  The  Marking  Orders  refer  to  the  correct  labelling  of 
such  foods  as  apples,  tomatoes,  currants,  ham,  meat,  dead 
poultry,  margarine,  malt  products,  frozen  and  chilled 
salmon,  sea  trout  and  honey. 

41  licences  were  issued  authorising  the  sale  of  poisons 
included  in  Part  2  of  the  Poisons  List. 


7  samples  of  fertilisers  and  5  of  feeding  stuffs  were  taken 
for  analysis.  One  sample  of  chick  crumbs  contained  7.12% 
excess  protein. 


Four  complaints  were  received  and  investigated.  One 
industrial  noise  nuisance  was  remedied  informally. 
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Clean  Air  3,012  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  atmospheric 

pollution  including  smoke  observations  at  factories  and 
inspections  relating  to  smoke  control  areas. 

Two  new  smoke  control  orders  —  the  Doncaster  Road  No. 
1  and  Greasbrough  Road  No.  3  —  were  declared  during 
the  year.  The  Broom  Valley  and  Richmond  Park  Orders 
came  into  force  at  the  beginning  of  September. 

There  are  now  very  few  industrial  furnaces  which  use  coal 
as  a  fuel  in  Rotherham.  Apart  from  domestic  smoke, 
nearly  all  the  town's  atmospheric  pollution  problems  arise 
from  the  'scheduled  processes'  .

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Smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 

Measurements  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide,  which  are 
taken  daily  by  the  instrument  installed  in  the  Municipal 
Offices,  clearly  show  the  effect  of  space  heating,  as 
distinct  from  manufacturing  fuel  consumption,  on 
atmospheric  pollution.  On  cold  days  the  pollution  rises 
and  it  falls  just  as  rapidly  on  warm  days.  Foggy  weather 
can  increase  smoke  pollution  ten— fold.
